Dr.  Margaret  Lee  Hargrove,   Dean  of  Students 

Dr.  Margaret  Lee  Hargrove,  Dean  of  Students  and 
professor  of  classics  at  Mary  Washington  College  of 
the  University  of  Virginia,  assumed  her  duties  here 
July  1st.  A  native  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  she  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College  and  holds 
both  an  M.A.  and  a  Ph.D.  degree  from  Cornell  Uni-- 
versity. 

Miss  Hargrove  has  taught  in  high  schools  in  Black- 
stone  and  Lynchburg,  has  been  dean  of  students  at 
Beaver  College  in  Jenkintown,  Pa.,  and  dean  of  wom- 
en and  head  of  the  classics  department  at  Carroll 
College  in  Waukesha,  Wis.  Resigning  from  Carroll 
College  to  accept  a  wartime  position  with  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  in  Washington,  she  was  for  four  years 
director  of  the  area  training  program  and  head  of  the 
national  college  division.  From  1947  to  1951  Dr. 
Hargrove  was  dean  of  the  college  and  professor  of 
classics  at  Lake  Erie  College  in  Painesville,  Ohio. 
(She  was  awarded  an  honorary  L.H.D.  degree  by  this 
college  in  1955.)  In  1951,  Miss  Hargrove  became 
executive  secretary  of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Congregational  Christian  Women,  New  York  headquar- 
ters. In  this  capacity,  she  traveled  throughout  this 
country,  Puerto  Rico,  the  British  Isles,  and  Conti- 
nental Europe.  She  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
Pi  Lambda  Theta,  and  Eta  Sigma  Chi. 

In  press  interviews,  the  new  Dean  of  Students  at 
Mary  Washington  College  has  emphasized  her  belief 
that  women  today  have  a  real  part  to  play  in  the  over- 
all life  of  the  home  and  community  and  the  world  it- 
self. "The  home  must  continue  to  be  the  center  for 
women,"  she  has  been  quoted,  "but  it  will  not  be  the 
circumference. " 

She  believes  in  giving  the  student  a  wide  experi- 
ence in  classroom  learning  and  book  knowledge  to  be 
applied  later  as  a  participant  of  the  community.  A 
staunch  advocate  of  a  liberal  arts  education,  Miss 
Hargrove  maintains  that  a  woman's  college  campus 
offers  tremendous  opportunities  for  training  in  leader- 
ship. Her  interpretation  of  a  liberal  arts  curriculum 
is  broad  and  understanding. 


Dr.  Mary  Ellen  Stephenson,  Assistant  Dean  ofStudents 

Miss  Stephenson  is  familiar  to  the  student  body, 
as  well  as  to  many  alumnae,  as  a  sincere  friend,  an 
outstanding  teacher,  and  a  patient,  understanding 
counselor.    To  know  her  is  to  love  and  to  respect  her! 

She  came  to  Mary  Washington  from  Richmond  in 
1949,  as  a  member  of  the  Spanish  Department,  and  her 
ability  and  great  service  were  readily  recognized  in 
her  appointment  to  the  "Deanship"  in  1951.  To  this 
position  she  brought  her  admirable  qualities  and  her 
personal  interest  in  each  student.  Her  quiet  enthusi- 
asm added  stimulus  that  brought  new  life  to  the  spirit 
of  the  student  body. 

Miss  Stephenson  continued  teaching,  and  in  1953 
returned  to  the  Spanish  Department  as  an  associate 
professor.  She  never  ceased,  however,  to  contribute 
greatly  to  the  college  through  her  daily  contacts  with 
the  students. 

She  has  traveled  extensively  and  has  been  awarded 
many  honors.  She  received  her  B.A.  degree  from 
Westhampton  College,  her  M.A.  from  Middlebury  Col- 
lege,  and  her  Ph.D.   from  the  University  of  Chicago. 

This  year  Miss  Stephenson  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  Assistant  Dean  of  Students;  however  she 
still  maintains  her  place  in  the  Spanish  Department. 
Amidst  all  her  duties  and  responsibilities,  she  is  al- 
ways ready  to  serve  others.  A  scholar,  yet  a  warm 
and  sincere  counselor  and  friend— qualities  not  often 
found  in  one  person. 

For  you.  Miss  Stephenson,  we  wish  continued  suc- 
cess and  happiness  as  you  serve  our  Alma  Mater.  It 
is  our  hope  that  you  will  make  Mary  Washington  your 
permanent  home.

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MWC   Installs   Dri  Simpson  Amid  Its   Biggest  Pageant 

Virginia's  largest  women's  college  staged  its  big- 
gest academic  pageant  to  inaugurate  Dr.  Grellet 
Collins  Simpson  as  new  chancellor  of  Mary  Washington. 

Host  to  a  packed  auditorium  of  dignitaries,  the 
the  ivied,  autumn-tinted  campus  saw  its  47-year-old 
top  administrator  formally  sworn  into  office  at  noon 
by  the  chief  of  the  Virginia  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals. 

The  climaxing  ceremony  of  a  three-day  celebration, 
it  followed  a  colorful  cross-campus  processional  and 
oratorical  salute  from  an  array  of  robed  academic 
celebrities. 

In  a  scholarly  response,  the  former  faculty  dean  of 
Randolph-Macon  College  drew  upon  his  "lessons 
learned  from  literature"  to  urge  Mary  Washington  "to 
develop  in  its  students  the  will  to  think,  the  will  to 
prepare,  the  will  to  serve." 

"The  mind  of  a  college,"  he  pointed  out,  "is  made 
up  of  the  minds  of  the  faculty  as  well  as  the  minds  of 
the  students." 

Citing  a  poetic  image  of  ocean  waves  crashing 
ashore  like  new-born  generations,  he  declared  "the 
most  important  thing  of  all  is  that  each  of  us  be  in  it 
with  the  thunder  of  what's  to  be  next  in  the  world 
pounding  in  our  ears,  our  hearts  throbbing  with  joy 
and  with  conquered  fear,  the  laughter  of  our  minds 
and  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts  forcing  the  outward 
wave  to  spill  the  inward  forward." 

In  a  tribute  from  the  University  of  Michigan,  Dr. 
Harlan  H.  Hatcher,  holder  of  16  degrees,  earlier  urged 
"the  far-flung  constituency  of  this  great  university" 
to  be  "kind,  considerate,  and  gracious"  to  its  new 
chancellor.  "He  would  not  be  taking  up  the  endless, 
often  sleepless,  and  sometimes  thankless  task  of  a 
college  president,"  Hatcher  said,  "if  he  were  not 
sustained  in  the  faith  that  he  has  no  alternative." 

"We  cannot  live  by  bread  alone  and  we  will  not  die 
by  bombs  alone,"  he  declared.  Beyond  all  external 
demands,  he  said,  "is  the  truly  significant  fact  of  the 
meaning  of  our  lives  and  of  this  endless  adventure  of 
man's  spirit  in  its  journey  across  the  earth." 

"Everything  does  not  have  to  be  taught  or  learned 
in   school   or  college,"   he   warned,   citing  that  tech- 
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niques  or  specific  skills  are  often  outdated  before 
graduation.  But  basic  science  "is  a  fundamental  and 
permanent  force  in  our  lives  and  times,"  he  said.  "It 
is  urgent,"  he  added,  "that  you  understand  the  feed- 
back loop  principle  in  our  world,  and  why  automation, 
as  it  is  now  called,  is  the  result  of  a  complex  and  re- 
fined system  that  has  gone  far  beyond  the  capacity  of 
mere  fallible  and  inattentive  human  beings  to  manipu- 
late and  control." 

"True  education,"  he  declared,  "is  a  state  and 
kingdom  of  the  mind  rather  than  of  geography."  Wom- 
en's education  today  "should  be  more  nearly  identi- 
cal" to  men's  "because  their  educational  needs  have 
become  so  much  alike."  "We  draw  nearer  and  nearer," 
he  said,  "to  an  integrated  content  and  mode  of  educa- 
tion—whether on  a  single  campus  as  at  Michigan  or  a 
separated  one  as  at  Virginia." 

A  student  arts  program  and  a  reception  at  "Bromp- 
ton"  were  scheduled  to  continue  the  campus  celebra- 
tion, which  ended  with  an  inaugural  ball  in  the  Gothic 
Room  of  Ann  Carter  Lee  Hall.  The  following  day  the 
MWC  Alumnae  Association  met  on  campus  for  its  an- 
nual fall  gathering. 

Terming  education  a  joint  development  of  student 
and  faculty  minds.  Dr.  Simpson  drew  upon  five  "monu- 
ments of  literary  creation,  which  over  the  years  and 
at  times  more  recently  have  guided  my  thinking  on  the 
subject  of  education."  Milton's  epic.  Paradise  Lost, 
reveals,  he  cited,  the  exercise  of  free  will  is  of  little 
concern  to  man  unless  it  be  informed  choice.  "It  is 
informed  choice,"  he  said,  "that  is  characteristic  of 
the  educated  mind." 

From  The  Life  of  Reason,  by  Santayana,  he  added 
"education  must  concern  itself  with  evolving  experi- 
ence out  of  ideas,  rather  than  maintaining  that  ideas 
should  be  derived  only  from  experience."  "I  should 
like  to  anticipate  a  resurgence  of  the  comic  spirit," 
he  said,  as  it  was  in  Chaucer  and  Shakespeare,  "not 
only  in  literature  and  drama  of  our  day,  but  in  our 
thoughtful  processes  in  educational  instruction  and 
public  affairs." 

Milton's  elegy,  Lycidas,  he  added,  "is  a  poem  for 
young  people"  because  of  its  awakening  "sense  of 
dedication."  "Education  has  failed  at  times,"  he 
lamented,  "to  impress  upon  the  young  .  .  .  that  time 
is  brief,  the  task  difficult,  and  the  responsibility  an 
ever  increasing  obligation  to  prepare  as  well  as  to 
serve." 

Delegates  from  146  colleges,  universities,  and 
learned  societies  attended  the  morning  rites  which 
opened  with  a  combined  anthem  of  Martin  Luther's 
"A  Mighty  Fortress  Is  Our  God,"  sung  by  the  glee 
clubs  of  Randolph-Macon  College  and  Mary  Washing- 
ton. The  entering  processional,  filing  through  columns 
of  the  senior  class,  was  led  by  a  17-member  official 
party,  headed  by  the  rector  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia. It  included  Chief  Justice  Edwin  W.  Hudgins; 
Colgate  W.  Darden,  president  of  U.  Va.;  Dean  Edward 
Alvey,  Jr.;  Dowell  J.  Howard,  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction;  and  representatives  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Colleges,  American  Council  of 
Learned  Societies,  and  Association  of  Virginia  Col- 
leges, followed  by  faculty,  student,  and  alumnae  offi- 
cials. 

A  buffet  luncheon  at  Seacobeck  Hall  immediately 
followed  the  two-hour  ceremony.

Virginia  Myrtice  McKonney  Fitchett 

Virginia  Myrtice  McKenney,  class  of  1918,  re- 
ceived her  teaching  certificate  from  Fredericksburg 
State  Normal  School  in  1918  and  taught  for  five  years 
afterward:  first  in  Richmond  County  and  later  in 
Lancaster  County.
